BOMB AT SHEKLUNG, 


Northem “Red” Invaders Marking 


Time. 


3.24 ‘bomb ‘in Sheklung . and the 
“disappearance” of a Hong Kong 
pteam-launch at Shanmei (not far 
from Bias Bay) are the prin- 
cipal items in to-day’s news from 
Canton. 

Both have a relation to the ris- 
ings of “Red” forces in different 
parts of the province. 

At the port of Shanmei (which 
lies between Hong. Kong and 
Swatow), the local commander 
took fright on the approach of a 
smal] armed force which is hostile 
to the Canton administration and 
fled to Hong Kong with his staff. 
A Chinese steam-launch from 
‘Hong Kong was requisitioned, it 
is ‘stated, to convey the garrison 
with their arms and equi ipment to 
Canton, 

Panic Increased. 

At Sheklung (on the junction 
of the Canton-Kowloon Railway 
with the East River, about forty 
miles east of Cariton), a bomb 
was thrown one night, fortunate- 
ly without damage or casualties, 
Then the panic. was increased: by 
the arrival in the city of a hand- 
ful of troops who were keeping 
out of the way of an advancing 
enemy. . i 

Shanmei is on that -part of 
Kwangtung's eastern coast which 
is now disturbed by bandits and 
guerillas and trouble is breaking 
out elsewhere. 

Two brigades of infantry are 
going from Shiukwan, on the 
Noth River, to Hoyuen in the 
East: River basin. 

. At Waichow, a strategic city on 
the East River, a part of the Can- 
ton garrison ig under suspicion. 

Remittances Stopped. 

General Wong Shiu-hung, head

-Coptured. 


“A WOMAN \N STABBED. 


‘Constable Shoots Fleeing 

Two armed Chinese attempted 
to commit a robbery in Shamshui-. . 
po last night. A plucky resist- 
ance was put up by the would-be 
victim and his wife which result- 
ed in the latter. being stabbed by ° 
one of the robbers, . In attempt- 
ing to make their get away, one 
of the robbers was shot at and 
wounded by a Chinese constable. 
The house attacked. by the rob- 
bers was No. 185 Laichikok Road, 
occupied by a shop-keeper named . 
Wong Lin-kee; who used the front: 
half of the ground floor as his 
shop, and slept in the rear por- 


He The shop was closed at 9- 

,-last night and a few min- 
iitae. later Wong and his wife re- 
tired to sleep. About 10 o'clock, | 
Wong was awakened by someone 
holding him by the throat, and .” 
another man, he perceived, was . 
treating his wife in a similar man- 
ner.. Neither of the 
spoke a word, 

Wong said to the man who was 
holding him: “If iti is money that 
yéu. want, I will give it to you,” 
but the..man made-no. reply'and . 
continued gripping Wong’s 
throat. Then followed ‘a terrific 
struggle between Wong and. his 
assailant 
hour. 

Wife Stabbed. 
‘In the meantime his wife also 
struggled with the man.who was 
tackling her, Then the wife call- 
ed out “Save life” and she was 
promptly stabbed. by the robber. 
Wong also called for help, and 
simultaneously a police whistle. 
was blown. outside the house. 
This’ scared the robbers who im-: 
mediately released 'their holds or 
their: victims, and without wait- 
ing to steal anything, made a 
dash for the back door, where one 
of them was shot down by a Chin- 
ese constable. 

It was learned after the affair 
that: the alarm raised" by Wong 
and his wife was heard by Chin- 
ese constable C814 who happened 
to be. passing the house at the 
time. He promptly blew his 
whistle and this brought Chinese 
constable C462 to the scene, 


Police Ruse..,” 


‘The constables held a hurried 
consultation and it was, decided 
that while C462 guirded the front 
door,.C314 should dash round to 
the back entrance. As C314 ar- 
rived at the back door, one of the 
robbers dashed out of the house. 
‘The constable promptly challeng- 
ed him, but brushing the con- 
stable aside, the robber made a. 
dash for liberty. Drawing his 
revolver, C314 warned the fugi- 
tive that he would fire if he did 
not stop. The robber took no no- 
tice and ran on, C814 then fired 
his revolver, and the robber waa 
brought down, shot through the 
thigh. He was taken back to the 
shop where he was kept a prison- 
er until the ambulance .. arrived, 
‘when he was removed . to the 
hospital tégether with Wong's ;

‘Women pay dearly for emancipa- 
tion. With the attainment of social 
and economic equality, and at least 
as the indirect result thereof, sul- 
side among women has been steadi- 
ly increasing, according to Profes- 
sor Hanauer, who-has , expounded 
this theory in.a recent issue of the 
“Deutache: Medizmische | Wochens- 
charift.” 

As proof of his contention, Pro- 
feasor Hanauer points out that sul- 
cide-among women, which has been 
generally increasing in. almost all 
civilised countries, has increased 
strongly in industrial districts 
where emancipation -is — mos' 
pronounced, In Berlin and the 
province of Saxony, for ‘in- 
atance, where a few . decades 
ago the ratio of female and 


‘male suicide was approximately one 


to three, it is now 75 to 100, and 47 
to 100 respectively. 

In Russia, this change is notice- 
able even “more pronouncedly. 
There,;. Professor Hanauer claims, 
the pre-war ratio of women and 
men suicides was one fo four, 
whereas now it is five to seven. 

If one were to include in’ these
